Why Is there a strike 
at our Bristol Plant ? 


A number of people in the community have asked us why our plant 
is on strike. Here is the situation. On Thursday, October 29, 1,460 
members of Local #88 United Glass and Ceramic Workers, AFL- 
CIO, employed at the Bristol plant of Rohm & Haas were called 
out on strike. 
On October 30, a picket line was set up by the union that prevented practically all 
employees and all others from entering the plant premises. 


On October 30, based on this interference, a restraining order was 
issued by the Pennsylvania Court of Common Pleas prohibiting 
strikers from interfering with or obstructing free access to the plant. 
This injunction is presently in effect. 


During discussions in the three weeks before the contract ended, Rohm & Haas 
made substantial concessions. Despite this, no agreement was reached, because the 
demands of the union were felt to be so unreasonable and prohibitive that accept­ 
ance would make it impossible for the company to compete with other chemical 
companies and would endanger the jobs of all employees. 


As of today, no further negotiations are in progress but we will be 
available whenever a meeting is scheduled.

W h at are the Issues? 


The Union demands an increase of 6% per hour immediately and at the end of 12 months an 
additional 3 
% for the balance of their proposed 18-month contract. 


Despite the fact that Rohm & Haas is already paying wages that compare favorably with the 
chemical industry and the entire Delaware Valley area, the company did ofter an t per 
our 


increase. 


The Union demands increased fringe benefits amounting to an additional 10c to 13c per hour. 


Rohm & Haas is already providing fringe benefits of $1.01 per hour as compared with the 
average of 76* per hour paid by the chemical and allied industries. The company has ottered 
additional benefits amounting to over 3* per hour, making the fringe benefits in excess of 


$1.04 per hour. 


The Union demands that the seniority of all supervisors having job rights in the hourly ranks 
be frozen as of the expiration of the last contract. 


This would prevent a supervisor who is demoted for any reason from using his full plant 


seniority to protect his job rights. 


Rohm & Haas has consistently followed a policy of promoting hourly men to line foremen's 


positions in order to provide an opportunity for advancement for union members. The Union’s 
demand would discourage the ambitious and competent employee from seeking to better 
himself and would unfairly penalize the men who are now serving as foremen. This same 
protection has always been extended to employees serving as full-time union officers and it 


is the company’s intention to continue this two-way contract provision. 


The Union made a great many other demands on the company. Among these was the elimi­ 
nation of the arbitration and “no-strike” clauses of the contract. 


The company could not operate with such a contract since a strike could be called at any time 


and for any reason. Arbitration and "no-strike" clauses have been standard in Rohm & Haas 
and almost all other labor contracts. The absence of such provisions would result in industrial 
unrest and would obstruct any long-term planning and development. The Union finally offered 


to retract this demand under terms the company could not accept. 


S u m m in g u p : 


The average hourly rate at the Bristol plant before the strike began 
was $2.98. In addition, workers received fringe benefits of $1.01 per 
hour, 25c higher than the average for the chemical industry. 


Last year, the Bristol hourly workers earned over $10,000,000, most 
of which was spent or invested in the immediate community. Loss of 
this income would seriously damage the retail merchants and service 
companies and generally disrupt the economic position of the Bristol 
area. We are distressed that this situation in our plant has developed. 


Rohm & Haas has always treated its workers fairly. This is the first 
work stoppage at our Bristol plant since 1950 and is only the second 
in this plant’s 50-year history. 


Of all the employees at our Bristol plant, 62 percent have worked 
together for IO years or longer. Many of our workers have followed 
in the footsteps of their fathers and grandfathers in Rohm & Haas 
employment. We are proud of this record. 


We feel that Rohm & Haas is a good place to work 
—our employees must too, because so many have 
worked with us for so many years. We feel there is 
no problem, however serious, that can’t he .settled 
to the satisfaction of all concerned through calm 
and reasonable discussion. We earnestly want 
every worker in our Bristol plant to be happy and 
secure—for a happy plant is a productive plant, 
and one that produces jobs. Rohm & Haas is ready 


at any time to resume discussions on terms for a 
new contract when the union is prepared to sit 
down and discuss theif demands on a practical 


For the good of all of us and the community as a 
whole, this strike should stop. We urge each worker 
and the Union officers to consider his own best in­ 
terests and to do his part in bringing an end to 
this unnecessary strike.
